ready to tear the 1965 Civil 
Rights Act apart in order 
to stop busing in the public 
schools in their areas, 

Busing was done in by 
the House through a three- 
prongred attck, First, an 
amendment was approved 
which would delay busing 
under a lower court order 
until all legal appeals had 
been exhausted, 

In many cases, school 
systems have been order- 
ed to continue busing, even 
though lower federal court 
rulings were being appeal- 
ed, 

I opposed this amend- 
ment, because it really did 
not affect South school dis- 
tricts already under court 
order to bus, Those dis- 
tricts still must bus, In 
other words, this was an- 
other bill for the relief 
of Northern school dis- 
tricts only, 

I felt that my colleagues 
from the North, who eag- 
erly supported the amend- 
ment, would not get on with 
the business of doing away 
with busing entirely until 
they really had to endure 
the hardship that our South- 
ern parents and children 
have had to endure, 

The second blow to bus- 
ing was an amendment 
barring the use of any fed- 
eral funds for busing stu- 


dents or teachers to over- 
come racial imbalance in 
any school system or for 
the transportation of stu- 
dents or teachers to carry 
out racial desegration, 

That action cut federal 
funds out of the busing 
picture, But the House did 
not stop there, 

An amendment was pass-~ 
ed to “‘prohibit any officer 
or employee of the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. , . or of 
any other federal agency 
to urge, persuade, induce 
or require any school board 
to use state or local funds 
for any purpose for which 
federal funds could not be 
used,”’ 

The meaning was clear, 
States and local govern- 
ments could not be forced 
by obnoxious HEW guide- 
lines to use their ownfunds 
to support busing, even 
though no federal funds 
were available to carry 
out the distasteful task, 

All in all, it was an in- 
teresting and enlightening 
day in the life of the Ninety- 
Second Congress, The 
Thursday session lasted 
until 2:30 a,m,, with heated 
debate and passionate 
speeches from libera:” 
against the evils of forced 
busing, 

Their voices were silent 


when Southern Congress- 
men made the same impas- 
sioned pleas last year, as 
the federal courts lost all 
sanity in mapping out ridi- 


culous busing plans for 
Southern public school 
systems, 


We were treated to such 
stirring statements as this; 
“We have never bused 
black or white children to 
get them to school for any 
racial reason, But, today 
we are being threatened 
that we must start doing 
this, Why now should ae 
bus our children from one 
area to another area, hay- 
ing those buses pass on 
the road, and requiring 
hours of young children’s 
time spent on a bus?’’ 

The gentleman was not 
from Alabama, or Missi- 
ssippi or Georgia or any 
state in the Deep South, 
He was from Indiana, 

While probably nothing 
short of a Constitutional 
Amendment, of which I am 
a sponsor, will put an end 
to busing. I welcome the 
firm action by the .House, 
and I hope that the Senate 
will act accordingly,

Dr, James I, Dawson, 
former teacher at Mul- 
berry Heights High Scho- 
ol, Elba was one of three 
Associate Professors pro- 
moted to the rank of full 
Professor at Alabama A 
& M_ University Hunts- 
ville, The full professor 
rank is the highest rank 
that can be held at a Uni- 
versity. Announcement of 
the promotion was made 
by Dr. Henry Ponder, vice 
president for Academic Af- 
fairs, at a banquet for fa- 
culty and staff members. 

Since being employed two 
years ago as Chairman of 
the Agri-Business Educa- 
tion Department Dr. Daw- 
son has revised and upda- 
ted the undergraduate and 
graduate curricula in Agri- 
Business Education and has 
developed an Educational 
Specialist curriculum of- 
fering a Class AA Certi- 
ficate in Agri-Business 
Education, The ‘‘Double 
A’’ program was approved 
by the State Department of 
Education in March, 1971, 

When Dr. Dawson took 
Over as head of the Agri- 
Business Education De- 
partment, there were only 
two faculty members, 15 
undergraduate students and 
6 in-service graduate stu- 
dents in the department,
